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Report Kidnaper To Plead Guilty

MIAMI, Fla., June ll.—(U P)— 
A “suicide watch” was placed on 
tile skyscraper jail cell of Frank- 
lin Pierce McCall, 21, kidnaper said 
killer of five year old Jimmy Cash 
today atter Sheriff D. C. Coleman 
had learned th at the youth was re ­ 
signed to his fate. 
“He has indicated, In his pres­ 
ent frame of mind, th at he will 
plead guilty,” the sheriff said. 
Closely Guarded 
Transferred from the Federal B u­ 
reau of Investigation headquarters, 
where he confessed yesterday th a t 
he alone was responsible for the 
kidnaping, the death and the tak ­ 
ing of 110,000 ransom, McCall was 
put in a windowless cell on the 
19th floor of the courthouse. 
He 
was stripped of his belt and shoe­ 
laces, searched thoroughly and plac­ 
ed under 24-hour guard. 
An a t­ 
tendant will be with him day and 
night. 
An 
extraordinary 
grand 
jury is impaneled for Monday to 
indict him. 
He will be tried by the state, 
under a law that punishes kidnap­ 
ers with death in the electric chair. 
Death Accident 
“He has adm itted everything”, 
the sheriff said, “including the kill­ 
ing of the child, but claims the 
death was an accident in keeping 
the youth quiet while getting away 
from the Cash house. 
The denoument to the seventh 
child kidnaping since 1932 came 
yesterday in FBI headquarters, a 
block from the courthouse, when J. 
Edgar Hoover, head of the bureau, 
called in newspapermen and a n ­ 
nounced that McCall had confessed 
in full. 
The 
prisoner admitted, 
Hoover said, that he had stolen the 
son of J. B. Cash, m erchant of 
Princeton, Fla., 25 miles south of 
here, from his crib on the night of 
May 28, 
Fear Suicide 
Sheriff Coleman, who first sus­ 
pected the Princeton youth, mem- 
b« r of a family of Nazarene m in­ 
isters, 
and 
turned 
him over to 
G-men for questioning, admittedly 
was fearful that McCall would try 
to kill himself. 
McCall 
was 
handcuffed 
and 
moved secretly from the FBI of 
lice yesterday 
afternoon 
at the 
same hour of the child victim's 
funeral.

RELIGIOUS HISTORY 


And Its 
MAKERS 


WILLIAM BOOTH (1829-1912) 


| 
HROUGH his volcanic energy, singleness of purpose and magnetic personality, William Booth developed a local 
I 
mission to a world-wide spiritual “ empire” and 
rose 
from a London pawnbroker’s 
assistant to the founder of one 
of the most successful religious organizations of history, the 
Salvation Army. 
To adequately paint a picture of 
this remarkable man it is necessary to sketch in a background of London at the time. Apparently there was no particular 
system of national education and no provision for poverty except the “ poorhouse.” 
Drunkenness was rather appalling and 
ragged children swarmed the streets of the poorer districts. 
Any general scheme for relief of the poor was considered a 
disturbance of the accepted mode of living and the one offering suggested improvements was denounced as a disturber of 
the peace. 
It is little wonder that the evangelist incurred the sharp displeasure 
of political and religious leaders and was 
regarded with suspicion and even violence by the masses. 


Being the son of a speculative builder 
William w as promised the education of 
a “ gentleman” but when his father lost 
his money it became necessary for him 
to leave school at the age of 13 and he 
received no further schooling. 


While apprenticed to a pawnbroker 
he underwent the experience of relig­ 
ious conversion and, in odd hours, be­ 
came a revivalist preacher. 
Although 
his apprenticeship proved a serviceable 
laboratory in which to observe the poor 
and their spiritual and material needs, 
he despised his position. 
During this 
time a Mr. Rabbit proposed to finance 
him for three months as a preacher and 
as a celebration at his release from the 
pawnbroker invited William to a tea 
given in his home. 
At this affair young 
Booth made a public address and won 
the admiration of Catherine Mumford, 
a guest, with whom he fell deeply in 
love, and later married. 


He first joined the Methodist church 
but the Wesleyans proved to be too 
conservative so he tried the New Con­ 
nexion, w as a local preacher and or­ 
dained as a minister. 
But in the end, 
he felt the necessity for going his own 
way and bv the time Mr. Rabbit’s boun­ 
ty had ended the Reformed Methodists 
established him as a lay preacher. 
He 
w as surprisingly successful, lionized at 
tea parties and worshipped by the poor. 
Booth had personality and a militant 
imagination, but Catherine was his su­ 
perior in intellectual force, and she was 


the more levelheaded and patient. When 
the church tried to prepare 
him 
for 
higher stations with a polishing at a 
theological college 
Catherine 
took 
a 
hand in the affair and suggested that 
they leave the soft London post and go 
on the road as evangelists. 
Under the 
sponsorship of the Methodist New Con­ 
nexion, latest 
of 
the 
liberal 
church 
movements they tramped the face of 
England for two years, often penniless, 
often hungry but radiantly in love. 


When the tour came to an end they 
again returned to London with their 
four children when Booth plunged into 
the slums while Catherine, the shrewd 
manager, 
established 
herself 
in 
the 
drawing rooms of the West End where 
a woman preacher was an oddity. 
In 1863 they started in East Lon­ 
don what was called the Christian Mis­ 
sion. 
Any place did for a meeting 
place in a desperate attempt to save 
those, who, beyond all dispute, were 
lost to decent society here and now, let 
alone the hereafter. 
The followers were 
organized into an Army whose proces­ 
sions were continually targets for mis­ 
sies. 
After a spectacular expose of the 
white slave trade the importance of the 
little group began to become felt and 
countless new friends made themselves 
known. 


The name “ Salvation Army,” was not 
born with the organization. 
In 1877 
when writing an annual report “ The 
Christian Mission,” he said “ is a Volun­ 


teer Army,” then pausing in the dicta­ 
tion he substituted the 
word 
“ salva­ 
tion.” 
The idea swept all before it. 
The workers achieved rank and simple 
uniforms for men and women was adopt­ 
ed. 
The “ Halleluiah Bonnet” designed 
by Catherine made the women as dis­ 
tinctive as nuns and their tambourines 
supplied a wholly new ritual. 


Wherever Booth went after the tide 
had turned in his favor, people of con­ 
sequence were 
eager 
to 
meet 
him. 
When he went to South Africa, Cecil 
Rhodes opened his doors to him. While 
in America he was the guest at the 
White House. 
In 1902 King Edward 
VII invited him officially to the corona­ 
tion ceremony. 
Booth had made pov­ 
erty a lively concern among the people 
who were best fitted to abolish it. After 
the death of his wife, he became a 
wanderer, visiting the ever-expanding 
chain of Army outposts in the far quar­ 
ters of the earth. 
His children 
and 
grandchildren were in high stations of 
command. 


In his last public appearance in 1912 
the patriarch told his audience that 
200,000 homeless men slept that night 
under roofs of 
the 
Salvation 
Army. 
And only Queen Victoria’s funeral drew 
a throng larger than that which saw 
this Christian soldier borne to rest be­ 
side his Catherine.

Certain t>pes of crime seem to run in 
cycles. Just now there is a tragic revival of 
the kidnap industry, if that is a suitable 
word for it. 
The case in Florida, the recovery of the 
Levine boy’s body in Long Island sound, and 
other less notable cases of late, call attention 
to the fact that kidnaping as a means of get­ 
ting cash from crime is again getting the 
spotlight. 
There had been a sort of falling off in the 
number of cases for a year or so after the 
electrocution of the most famous kidnaper, 
Bruno Hauptmann, and the jailing or killing 
of several second string abductors. 
But for some inexplicable reason, there 
are frequent kidnap cases completed or 
attempted. The new technique of the horrible 
business seems to run to death of the victim 
after the ransom is paid. 
Government 
detectives 
sometimes 
are 
handicapped in the early pursuit by wishes 
of the family, and when they finally get into 
the chase it is too late. 
Family anxiety is 
first to get back the kidnaped persons, and 
they hesitate for fear of harm to their child, 
to ask G-men help for the first day or two.

Political war is being waged by Adminis­ 
tration leaders upon Democratic candidates

Federal Authority Extends 


By ELIOT JONES 
Professor of Transportation and Public Utilities, 
Stanford University 


It would be very nice indeed if one could 
go along wholeheartedly with the Military 
Affairs Committee of the United States 
Senate in its pious hope that the recently- 
reported “wealth conscription bill” will be a 
strong force for peace. 
This is the bill which, in time of war, 
would render all citizens liable to having 
their wealth 
“borrowed” 
by government 
draft. 
In place of the Liberty Loan drives 
of the last war, in which people were uiged 
to buy bonds. The total a man would be 
required to buy would 
depend 
upon 
the 
amount of money he had, and the bonds he 
bought would yield only I per cent interest. 
This would not be in the least pleasant, 
especially for the man of affairs who could 
find in the intricacies of a wartime boom 
plenty of more interesting spots to put his 
money. 
So the Military Affairs Committee 
reports jubilantly: 
“When the financial tycoons and large 
manufacturers realize that they will have to 
lend the bulk of their money necessary to 
finance the next war at an extremely low 
rate of interest, they will hesitate to use the 
forces at their command to propagandize 
the general public into a war hysteria.” 
This is a pretty picture, but it demands a 
little further explanation. 
For one thing, it assumes that we go to 
w’ar because the forces of big business prop­ 
agandize us into it; and 
while there was 
some 
highly 
unsavory, 
expertly-financed 
propaganda floating around just prior to 
April 6. 1917, it is nevertheless true that the 
wray we get into a wrar admits of no such 
simple explanation as that. 
We get in, usually, because our emotions 
get stirred up. or because our interests are 
threatened. 
No one needs to reflect very 
long about the way we have been reacting 
to the troubles in China, Spain and Czecho­ 
slovakia and elsewhere to see how easily we 
could slip into war without the aid of any big 
business propaganda at all. 
But there is more to it than that. For a 
loan, after all, is a loan; and to get your 
principal back with I per cent interest is a 
great de*l better than not to get anything 
back whatever.

M ost every speaker or w riter on social scienc 
quotes Adam Sm ith and concludes th at he endorse 
the ability to pay theory of taxation. 
The sentence, as often repeated, is as follows:

Then, under th is lim itation, if a m an does no 
enjoy his revenue, he does not have ability to pay 
U ntil the y ear he enjoys the revenue, he does no 
have the ability to pay. People consum e to enjoy. T 
have a revenue th a t is reinvested is not to enjo 
th a t revenue. The real revenue th a t we should pa 
tax on ie the revenue th a t you enjoy or th a t whi** 
you consum e w ith the idea of enjoying. 
W ith th is qualification, S m ith's theory is soun 
It m akes all the difference in the world w hethe 
th is qualification is used in determ ining a fair t

H ere is a paragraph w orth repeating on our eco 
nomic problem s w ritten by H arry Scherm an in hi 
book, “The Prom ises Men Live By.” 
'If, aa an individual, you really have some concert 
about the best way to change our present world to 
better one, not a bad principle to follow is to identify 
the enem y. It should not be true, but unfortunately 
it is, th a t your im m ediate enem ies rem ain, as they 
alw ays have been, your rulers. At all tim es, it is a 
wise thing to suspect both th eir intellectual honesty 
and th eir economic intelligence. N othing can be lost*' 
everything can be gained, by doing so. Make them 
prove them selves in these respects—and be u tterly 
ruthless in your Judgm ent! W hen they seem m ost 
plausible, in your p articu lar interests, it is not a bad 
course to suspect their Intelligence the m ost. They 
are, in these days, the m anagers of a highly com ­ 
plex world. You have placed them in this m anage­ 
m ent, and you acquiesce in it. But, unfortunately, 
they give not the slightest indication of being any 
more capable in handling the affairs of m asses of 
men than rulers have been through all history. 
"B ut how can you Judge them , a* their every ac* 
and word should be judged w ithout fair stan d ard s?. 
You m ust know how the society operates, a s well 
and better than they do, to judge them properly. 
"Here, then is a sim ple general form ula of action 
which, if it m ay not be the best one, Is good enougl 
for anybody to follow, in w hatever statio n of life h 
may be. You m ust m ake an u n tiring effort to under 
stand the econom ics of this world in which you liv 
and neither be content nor discouraged until, I 
honesty, you can feel th at your com prehension is no 
too unclear. Not so unclear, a t any rate, th at yo' 
m ust ever take the word of a politician ae ta 
wisdom of any social policy suggested."
